Organize Taxpayers’ 
Research Bureau 


At a ineeting of (axparers in the 
Rosebud Hotelon June 22nd, it was 
decided to form a Research Burean 
similar to that now in exietence in 
Calgary, for the purpose of studying 
the question of taxation by the town, 
with a view to having taxes reduced 
if possible. Action was deemed 
necessary, as this is an agricultural 
town depending almost entirely on 
farmers for ite business. Owing to 
the low prices of farm produce, 
business conditions are away below 
normal, and if the businessmen are 
to carry on it is essential to therm to 
have their overhead expenses cut 
toaminimum. The taxes they are 
now paying were put on in years of 
prosperity and have never since been 
reduced. ‘They must be passed on 
to the customers and are an impor- 
tant factor in keeping up the cost of 
merchandise to the consumer at a 
time when he is looking for the 
cheapest market. 

Those at the meeting were of the 
opinion that the taxes of the town 
could be reduced considerably, with- 
out interfering unduly with the effi- 
ciency of the organization, and that 
if they could be reduced, beneficial 
results would very soon be felt by 
everybody, as it would put the 
businessmen in a position where 
they would be better able to compete 
with business houses from outside 
points and keep what little cash 
there is in the district here. 

It is to be the purpose of the 
organization to examine into the 
financial] affairs of the town and 
make recommendations to the Coun- 
cil by resolution, where they deem 
it in the interests of the taxpayers 
that a change should he made.

This does not mean that 
tremendous quantities of rain will fall 
for a short period, but rather that 
over a long period the precipitation 
will be higher than when the sun- 
spots are not in evidence. 

Heavy rains in different parts of 
the world at present were hardly at- 
tributed to sun-spots.

Legalized, But Bad. 


Revenue comes from taxes, and 
so long as taxes are paid, govern- 
ments do very nicely. But comes a 
point as at present, when taxation 
seems to take its place as a legalized 
racketeering. With less money to 
carry him than at any time, probably, 
in his history, the individual is stung 
here, there and everywhere with 
little tolls, which in aggregate drain 


him utterly dry. 


At that it is very doubtful if the 
revenues anticipated are being real- 
ized either by Federal or Provincial 
governments. For instance, only 


half as many cars are travelling the 


roads in 1932 as in the spring 
This means reduced revenues in 
licenses and gas. The _ half-rate 
license fee, operative on August {st 
will bring a few more cars out of 
storage, but not so many, Almost 
everyone is watching car expenses 


closely. 


\yain, what is the result of the tax 
on long-distance telephone messages 
as instituted by the Federal govt.? 
Although no figures are available 
yet, it is fairly certain, judging from 
the comments of individuals, that 
telephone conversation has been very 
considerably reduced. That extra 
nickel or dime over the old charges 
makes many a good old customer 
turn from the phone and decide to do 
business by letter. It is a case of 
the last straw. It does seem that 
the Federal government might have 
realized more by holding a gun at 
the Provincial phone department and 
demanding ai split. The present 
extra tax, we would say, means a 
considerably less long-distance reve- 
nue for the Province, and less than

Peter Johnston, who is weed 
inspector for Westerdale Municipal- 
ity, and who is now making his 
annual inspection, writes that the 
weeds are growing very fast this 
year, in fact he states that they are 
growing faster than he can travel. 
He thanks the people for their co- 
operation in the past but wishes to 
call attention to the fact that stink 
weed and mustard are now form- 
ing pod. 

Mr. Johnston states that where 
the summer fallow is not plowed or 
worked down the weeds should be 
cut before going to seed. If cut be- 
fore the seeds are developed the 
seeds will be destroyed and the 
stalks will not sprout again from 
the same ro@ts or stems.
